Gulfarium CARE 
Releases Sea Turtles 
in Fort Pickens 


Gulfarium’s CARE Center released 
seven rehabilitated sea turtles at 
Langdon Beach in Fort Pickens - 
Gulf Islands National Seashore on 
September 26. The group consisted 
of four juvenile Green sea turtles and 
three Loggerhead sea turtles. Five of 
the seven were unintentionally hooked 
by fishermen at Navarre Beach Fishing 
Pier. 


An estimated 350 locals and tourists 
joined in on the excitement to observe 
the special occasion. “We are so grateful 
for the community support,” said 
Meredith Horn, Gulfarium’s Director 
of Marketing and Communications. 
“The enthusiastic crowds really validate 
our coastal conservation efforts 


and continued mission to promote 
awareness through public education.” 


The CARE Center had a busy summer 
season, and they anticipate an 
increased need for marine animal 
rehabilitation. Plans to expand are in 
effect for the nonprofit organization, 
and donations are needed now more 
than ever.

“This financial support is a 
very touching gesture, and alleviated 
our stress of organizing the safe 
transportation of seven sea turtles,” 
said Terra Throgmorton, Senior 
Aquarist for Gulfarium.

We Could Guard Beyonce for Less Than 
What It Costs to Protect EPA Chief

President Trump’s mission to gut the 
Environmental Protection Agency is 
moving ahead at full speed, with one 
curious exception. 


The personal security staff of 
EPA Administrator Scott Pruitt is 
three times larger than that of his 
predecessors. Either Pruitt is three 
times more unpopular than they were, 
or he just enjoys the extra company. 


According to the Washington Post, 
Pruitt’s round-the-clock — security 
detail now numbers about 18 people. 
Beyonce, eat your heart out. 


Even as Trump pushes to whack 
EPA’s budget by 31 percent, its Office 
of Enforcement and Compliance 
Assurance is quietly seeking to 
waive the hiring freeze and add more 
bodyguards for Pruitt. 


His security squad has expanded 
so fast that the EPA has been using 
investigators who normally work on 
prosecuting environmental crimes. 


The agents are being pulled from 
active cases in Boston, Denver and 
other cities to guard Pruitt in two-week 
rotations. 


And he’s a busy little beaver, too. An 
unabashed cheerleader for fossil-fuel 
polluters, Pruitt has been aggressively 
working to dismantle clean-air and 
clean-water rules established under 
the Obama administration. 


Because of his pro-industry agenda— 
and unwavering scorn for climate- 
change science—Pruitt is receiving 
more nasty threats than recent past 
EPA administrators. 


“A lot of correspondence we have 
reflects that people are unhappy 
with his perceived un-enforcement 
of environmental laws,” an assistant 
inspector general told the Post. 


He added that the previous EPA boss, 
Gina McCarthy, received threats for 
perceived over-enforcement of laws. 


Most of the agents being diverted to 
guard Pruitt have no background in 
personal-security techniques. They’re 
trained to investigate chemical spills, 
foul water and toxic dumps. 


Now they’re being asked to play 
Secret Service. It’s unknown how 
many of them accompany Pruitt on 
his frequent travels from Washington 
to his home state of Oklahoma. 


It was there that he served as the EPA- 
suing attorney general, and where he 
plans to soon run for office again. 


Hell get plenty of support from the 
Koch brothers, Devon Energy, the 
American Fuel and Petrochemical 
Manufacturers and other old friends. 


Documents obtained by 
Environmental Integrity Project 
under the Freedom of Information 
Act showed that Pruitt made 10 
trips back to Oklahoma from March 
through May. He spent 43 of those 92 


days either in the state, or traveling 
to and from. 


U.S. taxpayers got the bill for most 
of his expenses. Official business 
included a tour of the Brainerd 
Chemical Company in Tulsa. 


It’s a safe bet that Pruitt didn’t spend 
his visit inspecting for leaks. 


Another time, he flew to Oklahoma to 
receive an award from the National 
Stripper Well Association, which is not 
an organization of health-conscious 
pole dancers. A stripper well is a low- 
volume oil or gas operation that is 
reaching the end of its productivity. 


The industry loves Pruitt for his war 
on the Clean Water Rule, which in 
2015 laid out the scope of federal 
jurisdiction over streams, wetlands 
and other bodies of water. Most energy 
and agricultural companies hate the 
rule. 


It’s only fair to point out that Pruitt’s 
Oklahoma travels also took him to 
Osage County to view a contaminated 
creek. 


If nothing else, the trip would have 
given his rookie bodyguards an 
opportunity to show off their true 
expertise as pollution investigators. 


Fish and turtles began dying a year 
ago in Bird Creek, near the Tallgrass 
Prairie Preserve. 


The cause was found to be an 
underground influx of warm salty 


water, a common byproduct of oil- 
extraction operations. 


Pruitt told frustrated ranchers and 
residents he was on the case, saying, 
“This area is so pristine and so beautiful 
that we need to be sure we address this 
in a meaningful way.” 


You can bet hell find some money in 
the EPA budget to clean up Bird Creek. 
Dead turtles would be a bad optic at 
election time. 


E&E News, which covers energy and 
environmental issues, obtained federal 
documents revealing that the EPA spent 
almost $833,000 on Pruitt’s protection 
detail during his first three months on 
the job. At that rate, taxpayers will be 
shelling out more than $3.3 million 
this year to guard a fellow that most 
Americans wouldn’t recognize if he was 
standing behind them in the checkout 
line at Costco. 


Undoubtedly the Koch brothers, 
petrochemical makers and, of course, 
the National Stripper Well Association 
would say that Scott Pruitt is worth 
every dollar spent guarding him. 


Maybe they could all chip in a few, to 
defray the cost. 


He is, after all, working for them.

Strangers in Strange Land Give New 
View of Humanity’s Ugly Side

This summer, I had eight eyes. 


Two were my own, and six belonged 
to three young men from Haiti, who 
were raised at an orphanage I operate 
there and were making their first trip 
ever to another country—America—to 
work as camp counselors. 


Siem, the oldest, is stocky and always 
laughing. Moise, who just graduated 
high school, is a tall, thin jokester. 
Emmanuel, the youngest, is shy and 
gentle. I cannot explain the joy on 


their faces, or their sense of wonder 
at the smallest things. Every day with 
them was like seeing this nation anew. 


The night they landed at the Detroit 
airport, we drove up the interstate, 
and they were dead quiet. Just staring 
out the windows. 


The next day, when I asked what 
impressed them so far, all three 
responded, “The roads! They are so 
straight and smooth!” 


I laughed. But when I thought about 
the snarled and tangled traffic of 


Port Au Prince, dirt streets, gaping 
pavement, no highways, just a free- 
for-all, I realized, by comparison, our 
roads are a work of art. 


It was like that all summer. Their 
first shopping mall. Their first gym. 
Everything was astounding. I took 
them to a movie theater with plush 
leather seats that recline with a 
button. They lifted back and forth like 
kids on a ride. We didn’t even need a 
movie. 


Wherever we went, people gushed 
over these humble young men, helped 
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them out, did them favors. At a Tigers 
game, complete strangers brought 
them food from their luxury suite 
once they learned where they were 
from. At a concert, the same thing 
happened, strangers offering to share 
better seats. Doctors made time to see 
them. Salespeople engaged in long 
conversations. 


These were mostly white people, and 
coming from Haiti, where whites or 
mixed race are a mere 5 percent 
of the population, the sudden

What happened was this. The young 
men, trying to read a park map, 
got a little lost. Moise approached a 
stranger and asked directions to a 
ride.

“Why don’t you ask somebody who 
looks like you?” the man snapped. 


Moise walked away, stunned. 


When I heard this, I nearly cried. I 
have been operating the orphanage 
for seven years, and the kids there are 
as close to my own as I will ever have. 
My protective parent urge wanted to 
rip this jerk in half. 


Instead, I did what I needed to do, 
and explained that things like this

fool, not to let his words sting, not to 
judge others by his mistake, nor hate 
as he apparently hates. 


“I know, Mr. Mitch,” Moise said, 
nodding. And he did. They all did. 
Because they are loving and forgiving. 
And have been raised that way. 


Still, it felt like a smudge on a painting. 
Such a glorious summer shadowed by 
this encounter. 


I thought about that incident in light 
of recent racism-related headlines 
and the angry vitriol that follows. 
Our three young men have no history 
with police here, no experience with 
systemic prejudice, never heard the 
phrase “white privilege,” don’t know 
about the Confederate flag. 


They simply have darker skin. 


And that prompted an ignorant, nasty 
comment from a stranger in a country 
that, to that point, had seemed like 
the Land of Oz. 


So what do their eyes tell them? What 
do they think? Is America the kind 
and glorious wonders? Or the ugly 
jerk? 


The answer is we are both. One can’t 
destroy the other. 


But if we try and see things through 
other sets of eyes, perhaps we can 
understand the ugly side of humanity 
in this country, and still focus on the 
good.

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Artist Broaderick Has a Right to Crow

Cock-a-doodle-doo! The plucky red 
and blue rooster painted on a chalk 
wall inside CHROMA Studio & Gallery 
sort of says it all. He’s handsome with 
his bold, flowing plumage, proud, and 
looks as poised to swagger right off the 
wall to strut his stuff. And if award- 
winning artist Kathleen Broaderick— 
who brought the now famous Patriot 
Rooster to life (more on that later)— 
wasn’t so demure and modest, she 
could do the very same. 


Broaderick’s love of watercolor is 
evident in the transparent luminosity 
of her energetic, layered oil paintings. 
Broaderick deftly captures the essence 
of her subjects with bold use of clean 
color and light created with loose 
brushstrokes resulting in fresh, 
energetic, relatable pieces. 


The artistic journey for this Hollywood, 
Florida native began serendipitously 
during her last semester at Florida 
State University, when she filled 
an open slot in her schedule with a 
watercolor class. After marrying her 
husband Paul, raising two sons and 
teaching elementary school, she settled 
in Miramar Beach and began turning 
her longtime passion into a career. 


On the heels of winning an Award 
of Merit, as well as being named the 
Mattie Kelly Arts Foundation Festival 
of the Arts Poster Art Contest winner 
in the 2016 juried competition for 
her bold and beautiful “Bonita” fish 
painting, Broaderick—51, slender 
and blue-eyed, with a bouncy crown 
of golden curls—continues to make a 
bold statement on the Emerald Coast 
art scene this year. 


In June, Broaderick thoughtfully 
conceived, designed and opened 
CHROMA Studio & Gallery on 30A in 
Santa Rosa Beach. The word chroma 
has Greek origin and means “purity or 
intensity of color.” 


Surrounded by friends, family and 
friendly fans, Broaderick realized her 
longtime dream to own and operate 
a working studio gallery bearing 
her name at her grand opening 
celebration in September. Guests 
sipped fruit-filled sangria and dined 
on succulent seafood paella and 
flavorful flan dessert prepared fresh 
on site by a caterer from Tallahassee, 
while listening to flamenco guitar 
stylings by Morgan Stuart. 


“I came, because she was kind enough 
to come to my gallery opening,” says 
Valparaiso sculptor Julia Vanover. 
“This is a fantastic space, it’s so her.” 


The glowing letters of the studio 
name, CHROMA welcomed 60 guests 
eager to explore the cheery space 
dotted with bouquets of fresh flowers. 
The gallery is a white-walled space 
filled with Broaderick’s colorful, bold 
signature works. Joining the Patriot 
Rooster are a striking menagerie—a 
salty seabird, a coral flamingo, a 
silvery blue bonita, a tangerine cow 
and more. This is a working gallery 
and Broaderick teaches classes and 
workshops in the studio located in 
the back.

With a name like Dark Star Coven, it's no surprise 
that the band specializes in what they deem “old 
school blackened occult fueled death crust.” If you 
aren’t familiar with metal music, it’s a complicated 
way of saying this band is heavy and outside of 
mainstream inclinations. 


The Pensacola-based five-piece features, Eric Dee 
Blackwell (guitar), Shane Reneaux (vocals), D. Ed 
Lee (drums), Eric Sisk (bass), and Jerry Dunn 


(guitar). 


Due to planning an upcoming music video, Reneaux 
and Sisk met me in Destin to talk about influences, 
how the band formed, and tales from Pensacola’s 
varied underground music scene. 


“Dark Star Coven has been together for about three 
years,” begins Reneaux. “Guns to Fire had broken 
up, which was like a punk band with D. Ed Lee 
and Blackie (Blackwell) in it, and at the time I was 
in Wulfshroud and ended up joining them after 
Wulfshroud kind of imploded. 


“A lot of us have been in a lot of different bands. We 
are all a little seasoned.” 


To which Sisk replies with a laugh, “No rookies 
involved.” 


Dark Star Coven are quite a few years removed 
from teenagers worried about fads. I first met 
Reneaux seven years ago when he was still fronting 
Parabellum, but their history in the music scene 
goes even deeper. 


“We’re all a bunch of dudes who have played in other 
bands and figured, we all kind of had the same idea 
of what Dark Star Coven was going to sound like,” 
says Reneaux. “It created its own thing, like crusty 
punk meets black metal and old school death metal. 
It oozed out. 


“We used to all go to shows together. I (snuck) into the 
Handlebar (to see) Suicidal Tendencies and Black Flag 
back in the day.” Other shows included the Melvins 
before they became underground darlings, and R.E.M. 
before MTV made them a household name. They also 
traded pirated punk cassette tapes with Green Day. 


When it comes time to ask about their influences, 
underground metal like Hellhammer and Venom— 
along with underground punk like Discharge—are 
quick to be discussed. But that doesn’t mean they 
aren’t fans of other genres. 


“When you grow up in a house where Mom is listening 
to the Ventures, Dad’s got Dolly Parton on, your older 
sister has R&B, and your brother has (Black) Sabbath, 
it’s a pretty well-rounded mix of opportunities to hear 
stuff,” says Sisk. “I think I got a lot from my brother. 
He was doing Zeppelin and Skynyrd, and then some 
crazy new wave crap. And then the surf punks came, 
and he was all Mr. Joe Surf Punk.” 


“IT used to go to Eric’s house, and he would throw 
Judas Priest down our throats and we would throw 
Suicidal Tendencies back at him,” Reneaux shares of 
their teenage years, “We all have played in different 
styles of bands, but all listen to some of the same shit. 
Like, my sister got me into KISS, so I blame her more 
than anything. Blame my sister for my rock ‘n roll-

As for the band name, it was borrowed from a 1974 
episode of Kolchak: The Night Stalker that left a 
lasting imprint on Reneaux, “In that episode, Kolchak 
walks in the door and the police chief says, ‘It must 
be a satanic cult called the Dark Star Coven.’ From 
that point on, I always thought that was a cool name. 
When it became band name time, I had a list of crap 
and a bunch of us threw different names in and 
everybody seemed to like the Dark Star Coven thing. 
And that’s where it came from—me being a horror 
fanatic most of my life.” 


“Besides, we are metal,” says Sisk. “We’re supposed 
to have kind of a scary name, right?” 


The band recently released a four-song EP to tease for 
a longer vinyl record that’s in the pipeline with Kaos 
Music Limited. Reneaux calls the release “fishing a 
little,” and he’s looking forward to releasing all 10 
songs. 


“We have a term with our recording, warts and all. 
It’s nice that the technology has advanced where you 
can get really good quality stuff DIY,” says Sisk. “We 
didn’t go back and do overdubs—a lot of the tracks 
are one shot, one take.” 


When it comes to seeing a show, it can feel a little 
daunting to trudge off the beaten path. But Reneaux’s 
advice is “don’t be scared of it. You don’t have to get in 
the pit or stand in the front. Work in baby steps, but 
have a little adventure. Don’t be vanilla all your life.”

My 
wife decided she wanted to expand 
her small Gulf Breeze cafe into a 
larger restaurant, so we invested a 
lot of time learning about business 
plans, managerial accounting, 
demographics and financing. And it 
paid off. We’ve been selected to build 
out a restaurant space in a brand 
new building project in downtown 
Pensacola. 


I’ve also gotten completely caught up 
on Game of Thrones—not by watching 
any episodes, but by piecing together 
the various memes I see on Facebook. 


PROFILE: I’m prior Air Force, and my 
last duty assignment was at Eglin. I 
had planned to move away and get 
a job once I was out, but I kinda fell 
in love with the Emerald Coast. So I 
sold my house in Texas and settled 
down here. Initially, I was going to give

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Behind the Scenes at Ocean City’s New Firehouse

When the Ocean City-Wright Fire 
Department opened their brand new 
Station One this spring, it was like 
a dream come true for the men and 
women serving there. Located at 233 
Racetrack Road, the new station is a 
drastic improvement over the old one. 


The new $3.4 million facility clocks in at 
17,560 square feet and is considerably 
larger than its predecessor. I was lucky 
to get a behind the scenes tour, and it 
definitely has that new car smell. “It’s 
just nice, it was time (to move),” says 
Deputy Fire Chief Scott Funchess. 
“Over there it was old, it was a lot of 
add-on, and the intersection is real 
bad... we’re in a smidge better location.” 


Chief Funchess showed me around the 
fire station, graciously sharing over an 
hour of his time, answering questions, 
and explaining the many things they 
do besides fighting fires. 


For example, did you know that the 
fire department offers CPR/First Aid 
classes to the general public? They also 
offer Basic Life Support (BLS) training 
for healthcare professionals. Classes 
cost $45 and are held on the first 
Monday of each month, and you can 
register at www.ocwfcd.org. 


There is also a_ great deal of 
administrative work that takes place 
behind the scenes. Those mythical fire 
codes that everyone’s heard of but no 
one’s actually read? Well, those are a 
real thing, and there are several folks 
at the fire station whose job it is to 
make sure that new buildings adhere 
to those codes. 


“We've got three inspections people 
(who) go out and do all the fire 
prevention stuff, they do all the 
building inspections,” says Funchess. 
“Any house, business, or whatever, 
they have to be stamped by our 
fire inspectors first.” It is a ton of 
paperwork, and no one is claiming that 
fire inspections are as fun as a trip to 
Disney World. But the results speak 
for themselves—the vast majority of 
calls the fire department answers are 
medical (car crashes, heart attacks, 
and the like). Because of improved 
standards, the public is safer from fire 
than it’s ever been. 


Station One living quarters are now 
first-class and provide a warm, 
restorative environment for firefighters 
to recharge during their 24-hour shifts. 
The large common area features a 
television, an array of recliners, and a 
kitchen with ample space for everyone. 
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Seeing the living area also helped 
solve another mystery that I had been 
wondering about—this is a two-story 
station, so where was the fire pole? 
Funchess says people ask this all the 
time, and explains, “For one, they’re 
expensive. Two, they’re not as safe as 
they used to be.” And the most practical 
reason, he adds, is when calls come 
through, they have three minutes to be 
out the door. Going down a pole takes 
time, and in the new station, the living 
spaces are all on the ground floor, 
making it a thousand times quicker to 
get out. 


There are two main takeaways 
Funchess wants to share with 
Beachcomber readers. First, he stresses 
that as public servants, they are there 
for you. “When they’re in their worst 
point, we’re at our best,” he says. “We 
put those two together, and we try to 
make it better for them.” 


The other takeaway? The humble 
smoke detector. “Smoke detectors save 
lives, but we still go into houses that 
don’t have (them),” says Funchess, 
adding that if you cannot afford one, 
the fire department can get you one for 
free.

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Meet the Nonagenarian 
from Mary Esther’s 
Pryor Family

TJ (Thomas Jefferson) Pryor came to 
the Fort Walton Beach area in 1857. 
He homesteaded 80 acres where he 
built his home in Mary Esther and had 
a saw mill near Cinco Bayou. In 1879, 
he married Ona Rogers and together 
they had 12 children. The ninth child, 
George Washington Pryor, was born 
in January 1898. He married Inez 
Bannister, who had grown up along 
the Florida-Alabama line. They had 
two children—Robert and Jean. 


Jean Pryor Clemons was born in 
1927 in Laurel Hill, Florida. Her 
father was the first to teach vocational 
education at Laurel Hill School. Her 


Jean celebrates 90 years. 
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mother was a homemaker. When Jean 
was six, the family moved to Williston, 
near Gainesville. She grew up there, 
graduated from high school, and then 
attended Stetson University. 


Jean met her husband John during 
high school, while he was attending 
the University of Florida. John was 
living with a family who were moving 
to Williston, and he stopped by to ask 
Jean out. They dated for a year and 
were married in September 1947 in 
Williston. 


Between his junior and senior years 
of college at UF, John was offered 
a scholarship to Florida State 
University’s Librarianship program. 
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Jean Pryor Clemens with her dog Lucy. 


Jean and John got married and moved 
to Tallahassee, where John earned his 
BA and MA degrees from FSU. He then 
served on the FSU faculty for 17 years. 
During that time, John also did a two- 
year stint in the Marines. 


The dean at Emory University then 
asked John to come to his school. The 
family lived in Decatur, Georgia for 26 
years. Jean was a homemaker, and the 
couple had three children—Rodney 
(born in 1953), Rick (1957), and Robyn 
(1960). John retired in 1989, and he 
and Jean moved to Mary Esther in 
1992 to be close to Jean’s parents. 


“My father had cancer, and we moved 
down here to take care of both my 
father and mother,” says Jean. Her 
parents lived in a house on the Santa 
Rosa Sound in Mary Esther. Jean and 
John moved into the house behind 
them. 


Jean’s father passed away in 1994. 
Her mother remained in the house on 
the Sound, where she loved to cook 
and bake. 


“Growing up, each grandchild got a 
week by themselves with my parents 
and then a week together with all of 
the cousins,” says Jean. 


‘It was a lot of fun,” adds daughter 
Robyn. 


Jean’s mother passed away in 2000. 
She and John moved down to the 
house on the Sound and sold the other 
house. John passed away less than 
one year later. 


To this day, Jean stays very busy. 
She has worked at her church, First 
Presbyterian of Fort Walton Beach, one 


day a week for 25 years. “I have missed 
less than 10 days in those 25 years,” 
says Jean. She has many hobbies that 
she loves, including genealogy, cross 
stitching, and gardening. 


Another of Jean’s passions was 
working for the USO at the airport. 
She volunteered in 2010 and just gave 
it up this past July. “I had a ball out 
there,” she says. 


For her milestone birthdays in the last 
15 years, Jean has done something 
different every five years. For her 
75th birthday, she went kayaking. 
For her 80th, it was parasailing and 
a champagne cruise. On Jean’s 85th 
birthday, she went deep sea fishing, 
rode a 360-degree Ferris wheel, and 
went up in a hot air balloon. 


Recently, when she celebrated 
90 years, Jean flew in a seaplane 
and went paddleboarding with her 
grandson Brenton. He is one of three 
grandchildren, along with Rebecca 
and Angie. 


Jean’s children threw her a birthday 
party, complete with a Snoopy cake. 
Jean loves Peanuts, and has a dog 
named Lucy to prove it. There were 
90 balloons at her celebration party 
in the Fellowship Hall at the First 
Presbyterian Church of Fort Walton 
Beach. 


She also keeps photo albums dating 
back to her high school years. Each 
are dated and neatly stored on shelves. 
There are pictures of her family, along 
with images of Jean paddleboarding 
and parasailing.

A Southern Tradition

As summer ends, hunting seasons quickly approach. Many southerners 
kick off the unofficial fall season with an annual dove hunt. This is a 
great way to get family and friends together for a good time. The season 
began September 23, so if you haven’t begun preparing, now is the time. 


If you are hunting private land, you want to make sure the doves have a good 
food source year round. This can be either planted crops or supplemental 
feeding. If you’re putting feed on the ground, the FWC recommends that 
you stop feeding 45 days before opening day, since baiting doves is illegal. 
There should be no grain on the ground in result of an outside source. 


If you’re hunting public land, you'll want to ensure that you know all the 
rules and regulations of the area you're hunting. A detailed list and map of 
public ground is listed at myfwce.com/hunting/by-species/dove/map/. 


Now that you have in mind the spot youl be hunting, let’s talk about 
what youll need to bring. Below is a list of things I would recommend 
toting to your dove spot. 


4 
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Shotgun. A 12 gauge or 20 gauge. 


Shotgun Shells. Bring a lot. I usually take at least three boxes with me 
to the field and keep more in the truck. First rule in dove hunting is never 
run out of shells. 


Bucket or Small Chair. Buckets are great because you can tote your 
shells in them. You can also purchase a dove stool that will most likely 
have an attached zipper pocket to store shells in. 


MOJO Dove Decoy. Some people swear by these, and others say the 
doves fly right over and avoid the decoys. I would set it out and see how 
they respond. 


Retriever. | highly recommend utilizing a dog to retrieve your birds. You 
can spend a lot less time looking for birds and more time shooting your 
limit. This is also a great way to start working with your dog prior to duck 
season. 


Cooler. Especially if you’re bringing a dog to retrieve your birds, you'll 
want to make sure you bring an adequate amount of water. 


Below are the 2017 Season Dates and Rules for dove hunting. This year, I 
challenge you to introduce someone new to hunting. Doves are a great way to 
start someone out with hunting, as it is much more laid back. Good luck and 
shoot straight. 


2017-18 MOURNING AND WHITE-WINGED DOVE SEASON DATES 

Phase 1 - Sept. 23-Oct. 23. Shooting hours are noon to sunset. 

Phase 2 - Nov. 11-Dec. 4 

Phase 3 - Dec. 12-Jan. 15, 2018. Shooting hours for phases 2 and 3 are a half 
hour before sunrise to sunset. Bag limit (daily/ possession) is 15/45.

Mary’s in Destin = Go Out for Some Home Cooking 


My family and I recently spent a 
leisurely Saturday in Destin shopping, 
enjoying the hurricane-free weather, 
and eating lunch at Mary’s Kitchen. 
The restaurant is in a polished silver, 
diner-evocative structure on the corner 
of U.S. 98 and Airport Road. Just drive 
straight into Destin, let a passenger 
keep a sharp eye, and you can’t miss 
it. 


Unlike a lot of places in this part 
of town, parking is easy at Mary’s 
Kitchen. They open at 11 a.m. Monday 
through Saturday, and serve from 
the same menu all day. It’s casual 
and reservations are generally not 
necessary, but I was told that larger 
groups might want to call ahead in the 
evening. 


Inside the door is an L-shaped dining 
area, with tables and padded booths. 
Floors and walls are of polished wood, 
table cloths are black-and-white 
check, and the walls are hung with 
framed photos and pictures. Both 
management and servers are friendly, 
everyone pitches in to help customers, 
and I counted eight kinds of cake and 
pie on the dessert shelf. Good omens. 


We sat in a booth near the back, giving 
me a good view of the rest of the place 
as it gradually filled. Our server (Nicola) 
brought us menus, took drink orders 
and left us to figure out an appetizer. 


Mary’s Kitchen is perhaps best known 
in this area for barbecue and fried 
catfish. The menu does not stop 
there, however, and there’s a variety 
of sandwiches, salads and homestyle 
country plate dinners. There are daily 
specials—country fried steak, liver 
and onions, meatloaf, chicken and 
dumplings, lasagna and chicken pot 
pie—and a wealth of side dishes.

There are four starters—fried pickles, 
onion rings, fried green tomatoes and 
corn nuggets. Yes, all fried, thanks be. 
We got the pickles, a generous basket 
of dill slices, ridge-cut (the better to 
hold the crunchy batter), and ranch 


dip. They were tangy, salty and, well, 
appetizing. 


For the main event, I figured we needed to 
try at least one of the house specialties. 
No one was in the mood for barbecue, 
and my wife loves fried catfish, so she 
ordered that. My daughter Grace got a 
hamburger with potato chips. I ordered 
a 10-ounce ribeye steak, something 
I don’t think I’ve ever done at lunch. 
Steak has always seemed more of a 
nighttime thing for me, so I guess this 
counts for me as going rogue. 


Nicola brought my salad (it comes with 
the steak). Mary’s Kitchen serves up

a good, fresh, right-sized salad, with 
dressing on the side, which! appreciate. 
We put the remaining pickles aside 
to box up. I noticed that many of the 
other diners were regulars, and the 
management and servers greeted and 
chatted with them like old friends. 


The food came. The catfish (farm 
raised) is available as boneless filets 
and whole on the bone. My wife ordered 
a regular sized meal of filets, with fried 
okra, potato salad and hushpuppies. 
The hot, meltingly tender fish was 
coated with a paper-thin, greaseless 
and crunchy crust of yellow corn meal. 
I skipped the potato salad, but the 
okra and hushpuppies matched the 
fish in crunch and flavor. My ribeye 
(10 ounces, a deal for $14.95) was 
done medium rare as ordered, taking 
up half the plate, with baked potato 
and a thick slice of Texas toast. It was 
seasoned just right, needing only a 
knife. 


Other items on the menu _ include 
pulled pork, rib and_ chicken 
barbecue, grilled chicken sandwich, 
cheeseburger, chicken salad, baked 
chicken, hamburger steak, beef tips 
over rice, pork chops, fried chicken 
livers, fried chicken, fried shrimp, 
and a 12-ounce ribeye. Sides are 
offered with meals, or can be ordered 
separately—baked beans, cole slaw, 
rice and gravy, vegetable of the day, 
fries, mashed potatoes, turnip greens, 
cheese grits, green beans, mac and 
cheese, cucumber salad and peas 
of the day. Chicken pot pie was the 
special. I almost got it. 


You can’t see eight kinds of dessert 
and not get at least two of them. We 
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got slices of lemon cake and apple pie. 
The cake was more haunch than slice, 
moist and laden with creamy icing. 
The pie was exemplary, spicy and full 
of fruit, with a flaky, browned just 
right lattice crust. Most of the cake 
went home, and the three of us still got 
shares. Other desserts were coconut 
cream pie, Italian cream cake, caramel 
cake, cheesecake, double chocolate, 
and carrot cake. 


“Have a blessed day,” said Nicola as we 
left. Amen.
